Then tt ia 
to be considered that after 
a few 


months a*? relatively full 
operation, 


the number of furnaces requiring to 
be blown out for reHnlng- increases, 
so that It would not be fair to add to 
the present rate of production an al- 
lowance for the full number of fur- 
naces now Idle, to obtain tho country's 
full capacity. 
Some of the furnaces 


now idle must be- taken as balancing 
furnaces now in blast but which will 
have to be relined during the next 
twelvemonth. 


A capacity even of 34,000,000 tons 
a year is not large for this country 
for 1913, considering
